Sir, — 

In  pursuance  of  the  requirements  of  The  Public  Utilities  Act,  the  Board  of 
Public  Utility  Commissioners  has  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  -its  report  cover¬ 
ing  the  year  ending  November  30th,  1919. 

The  work  of  the  Board  during  the  past  year  may  be  dealt  with  under  five 
distinct  heads,  namely: 

(1)  Public  Utilities. 

(2)  Borrowings  on  debenture  by  local  authorities. 

(3)  Cancellation  of  sub-division  plans,  and  compromises  of  tax  arrears. 

(4)  Withdrawals  of  land  from  cities,  towns,  and  villages. 

(5)  The  administration  of  The  Sale  of  Shares  Act. 

PUBLIC  UTILITIES. 

The  past  year  has\  shown  a  considerable  increase  in  the  Board’s  work  in  re¬ 
gard  to  public  utilities  proper.  There  was  a  greater’  number  of  applications 
for  approval  of  new  franchises,  and  a  number  of  applications  for  rate  increases. 
No  increases,  however,  were  granted.  In  the  case  of  the  Northern  Alberta  Natural 
Gas  Development  Company,  Limited,  and  the  City  of  Edmonton,  involving  an 
application  (joined  in  by  the  City)  for  an  increase  in  gas  rates,  an  appeal  was 
taken  at  the  instance  of  the  Attorney  General  from  the  decision  of  the  Court  in 
regard  to  its  jurisdiction  to  deal  with  the  application.  Subsequent  to  the  clos¬ 
ing  of  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  the  Appellate  Division  reversed  the 
Board’s  ruling,  the  main  ground  being  that  the  Board  had  no  jurisdiction  to 
increase  contract  rates,  a  point  not  raised  in  the  argument  for  the  Board.  An 
appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  by  this  Company  from  this  judgment 
is  now  pending. 

BORROWINGS  ON  DEBENTURE  BY  LOCAL  AUTHORITIES. 

During  the  year  under  consideration  there  has  been  some  increase  in  the 
number  of  applications  by  local  authorities  for  permission  to  borrow  by  way  of 
debenture.  As  a  general  rule  the  local  authorities  had  refrained  from  borrow¬ 
ing  during  the  period  of  the  war,  and  in  some  cases  applications  were  rendered 
necessary  by  reason  of  the  work  for  which  the  debentures  were  sought  to  be 
issued  having  been  postponed  until  its  execution  had  become  imperative. 
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It  has  become  necessary  to  exercise  much  care  in  connection  with  many  of 
the  applications  for  debenture  issue.  Many  of  the  towns  and  villages  in  the 
Province  have  already  a  very  high  tax  rate,  and  the  Board  has  required  to  be 
shown  in  these  cases  that  the  increased  burden  of  taxation  can  be  met  without 
becoming  too  burdensome  to  the  ratepayers. 

The  urban  municipalities  have,  on  the  whole,  refrained  from  attempting  to 
increase  their  debenture  indebtedness,  and  the  Board  has  only  dealt  in  the  main 
with  applications  in  connection  with  work  that  has  been  absolutely  necessary. 

Necessarily,  the  passing  on  municipal  borrowings  involves  the  Board  in  an 
investigation  into  the  financial  position  of  the  municipality,  its  expenditure,  and 
its  revenue.  The  problem  in  connection  with  taxes  on  the  part  of  the  cities  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  still  unsolved.  Unfortunately  the  yearly  estimates  of  expenditure 
so  far  as  the  cities  are  concerned  correspond  with  the  tax  levies  and  not  with 
the  tax  collections,  and  when  these  latter  fall  below  the  tax  levies  it  means  the 
incurring  of  a  floating  indebtedness  that  has  to  be  carried  over  from  year  to 
year.  As  these!  deficits  in  some  cities  are  of  annual  occurence  it  suggests  an 
eventual  situation  by  no  means  unfraught  with  danger.  To  some  extent  this 
failure  in  the  collection  of  taxes  has  been  caused  by  war  conditions,  but  the  fact 
must  not  be  overlooked  that  to  a  very  large  extent  it  is  the  direct  result  of  the 
inflation  of  land  values  and  of  speculation  during  the  period  preceding  the 
war.  The  greatest  care  therefore  must  be  exercised  by  the  Board  in  dealing  with 
applications  of  this  nature. 

The  number  of  applications  by  School  Districts  has  been  somewhat  in  excess 
of  that  of  last  year.  Owing  to  the  increased  cost  of  building,  the  average  amount 
required  to  be  borrowed  has  been  considerably  greater  than  in  previous  years. 

CANCELLATION  OF  SUB-DIVISION  PLANS,  AND  COMPROMISE  OF 

TAX  ARREARS. 

As  mentioned  in  the  Board’s  last  report,  The  Act  Respecting  Sub-divisions 
now  gives  the  Board  the  power  to  cancel  registered  plans  of  sub-divisions,  and  in 
the  case  of  obdurate  owners,  to  vest  their  lots  in  the  owner  of  the  sub-division, 
and  to  award  proper  compensation  therefor  in  land  or  money.  In  many  cases 
these  applications  also  involve  an  application  for  the  compromise  ofv taxes  under 
Section  86b  and  86c  of  The  Public  Utilities  Act.  Many  applications  have  been 
disposed  of  in  connection  with  the  cancelling  of  sub-divisions  and  these  com¬ 
promises,  and  this  work  promises  to  continue  to  take  up  much  of  the  time  of 
the  Board. 

WITHDRAWAL  OF  LAND  FROM  CITIES,  TOWNS  AND  VILLAGES. 

Under  the  1918  amendmentsi  to  The  Public  Utilities  Act  a  number  of  appli¬ 
cations  for  withdrawal  of  land  from  the  limits  of  towns  and  villages  were  dealt 
with  by  the  Board,  and  the  decisions,  of  the  Board  in  regard  thereto  are  set  out 
in  this  report. 

The  applications  for  withdrawal  from  the  cities,  which  were  delayed  by 
reason  of  the  epidemic  of  last  year,  were  again  held  over  at  the  request  of  the 
cities  to  enable  them  to  present  generally  plans  which  would  deal  with  the  whole 
problem  involved.  While  the  individual  applicants  naturally  have  shown  im¬ 
patience  at  the  apparent  delay  in  dealing  with  their  applications,  the  Board  has 
realized  the  very  great  advantage  that  would  arise  from  arriving  at  a  general 
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solution  of  the  difficulties  involved  in  these  applications,  in  place  of  dealing  with 
each  application  separately.  The  matter  is  now  at  such  a  stage  that  the  Board 
is  hopeful  of  a  final  disposal,  of  all  the  applications  now  pending  before  it. 

THE  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  SALE  OF  SHARES  ACT. 

The  administration  of  The  Sale  of  Shares  Act  continued  to  occupy  a  very 
considerable  amount  of  the  time  of  the  Board.  The.  number  of  applications  dealt 
with  by  the  Board  during  the  past  year  has  been  somewhat  in  excess  of  the  ap¬ 
plications  for  the  previous  year.  As  in  previous  years,  the  Board  has  been 
forced  to  refuse  applications  to  a  number  of  companies  whose  plans  of  business, 
in  its  opinion,  did  not  warrant  them  in  asking  the  public  to  subscribe  to  their 
ventures.

Northern  Alberta  Natural  Gas  Development  Co.,  Ltd. 

THE  CITY  OF  EDMONTON. 

This  is  an  application  by  the  Northern  Alberta  Natural  Gas  Development 
Company,  Limited,  for  permission  to  increase  The  rates  for  the  supply  of  gas 
to  consumers  in  the  City  of  Edmonton,  these  rates*  having  already  been  fixed 
under  an  agreement  entered  into  by  the  Company  with  the  City  of  Edmonton  in 
November,  1915.  This  agreement  was  ratified  by  the  Legislature  in  April,  1916, 
but  the  Act  ratifying  the  agreement  specifically  sets  out  that,  the  ratification  shall 
not  affect  in  any  way  the  jurisdiction  of  The  Public  Utility  Commission. 

Up  to  the  present  time  the  Company  has  drilled  a  considerable  number  of 
wells  upon  its  property  in  the  vicinity  of  Viking,  and  considers  it  has  a  suffi¬ 
cient  volume  of  gas  at  its  disposal  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  the  pipe 
line  into  the  City.  Owing,  however,  to  the  high  cost  of  material,  the  Company 
claims  that  it  is  impossible  to  supply  gas  at  the  price  set  out.  in  its  agreement 
with  the  City,  without  incurring  serious  financial  loss. 

At  the  hearing  before  the  Board  the  city  raised  the  objections,  first,  that 
the  Board  has  no  jurisdiction  to  increase  rates  where  an  agreement  governing 
these  rates  exists;  second,  that  the  Board,  having  only  power  to  deal  with  exist¬ 
ing  rates,  the  rates  in  question  can  not  be  so  termed  until  the  Company  has  its 
system  or  plant  in  operation. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Board’s  decision  is  based  on  other  grounds 
than  those  of  jurisdiction,  it  is  really  not  necessary  to  discuss  these  questions  at 
all.  In  order  to  avoid  any  misunderstanding,  however,  it  might  be  stated  that  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Board  it  has  power  under  The  Public  Utilities  Act,  in  a 
proper  case,  to  alter  by  way  of  decreasing  or  increasing  the  rates  charged  by  a 
public  utility,  even  though  the  utility  and  the  municipality  have  sought  to  fix 
the  rates  by  agreement.  The  object  aimed  at  by  The  Public  Utilities  Act  is  to 
secure  efficient  service  by  public  utilities  at  rates  that  are  fair  and  reasonable. 
When  the  question  of  what  is  fair  and  reasonable  in  regard  to  rates  is  raised,  the 
Board  is  required  to  make  a  thorough  inquiry  into  the  operations  of  the  utility 
and  into  all  matters  that  are  material  so  far  as  the  determining1  of  a  proper  rate 
is  concerned.  The  best  that  a  public  utility  can  expect  is  to<  be  allowed  a  reason¬ 
able  return  upon  its  investment.  If  the  investigation  shows  that  the  profits  of 
the  utility  are  excessive  and  provide  an  unreasonable  return  upon  the  amount  in¬ 
vested,'  the  rates  should  be  reduced.  On  the  other  hand  if  the  utility  show^s 
clearly  that  with  its  present  rates  its  operation  can  only  be  carried  on  with  a 
loss,  the  Board  is  expected  to  make  such  increase  as  is  warranted  by  the  facts. 
Efficiency  and  proper  service  cannot  be  expected  if  the  utility  has  only  contin¬ 
uous  deficits  to  show  in  its  balance  sheets.  There  are  many  decisions  to  this 
effect,  by  utility  commissions  in  the  United  States  and  these  decisions  in  cases 
where  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  establishing  the  commissions  are  very  sim¬ 
ilar  to  those  in  the  Alberta  Act. 

Any  question  of,  jurisdiction,  however,  may  be  eliminated  in  the  present 
instance.  The  impression  of  the  Board  at  the  time  of  the  making  of  this  applica¬ 
tion  was  that  it  was  premature,  and  the  Board  is  still  of  this  opinion.  To  deal 
with  rates  that  may  be  said  to  be  applicable  only  in  case  of  the  prospective  in¬ 
stallation  of  a  system  or  plant,  would  appear  to  go  beyond  the  intention  of  The 
Public  Utilities  Act,  but  in  any  event  the  Board  thinks  that  where  the  question 
of  rates  is  concerned,  it.  would  be  unwise  to  establish  any  precedent  involving 
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the  fixing:  of  rates  for  a  utility  that  is  yet  to  be  installed.  As  already  indicated, 
in  order  to  determine  whether  a  rate  is  or  is  not  just  and  reasonable,  the  Board 
must  inquire  into  all  matters  that  may  be  material  so  far  as  the  question  of  rates 
is  concerned.  This  includes,  amongst  other  things,  the  amount  actually  invest¬ 
ed,  the  cost  of  operating  the  plant,  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  depreciation 
and  the  like.  Where  the  system  is  not  yet  in  existence  such  an  inquiry  must  de¬ 
pend  largely  upon  estimates  derived  from  the  experience  of  other  utilities, 
evidence  no  doubt  of  great  value,  but  more  or  less  unsatisfactory  where  the  con¬ 
ditions  vary.  At,  best,  therefore,  all  the  Board  can  do  iri|  such  case  would  be  to 
iix  a  tentative  rate,  which  evidence  subsequently  available  might  or  might  not, 
justify. 

Indeed,  if  the  Board  made  a  practice  of  dealing  with  applications  of  this 
nature  there  would  seem  to  be  no  limit  to  the  number  of  applications  that  could 
be  made,  even  before  the  utility  commenced  its  service  to  the  public.  Each  rise 
or  fall  in  the  price  of  material  might  give  ground  for  a  fresh  application  for  a 
change  of  rates,  by  one  or  other  of  the  interested  parties. 

A  careful  search  has  failed  to  reveal  any  utility  commission  decisions  upon 
a  case  like  the  present  and  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion,  as  already  indicated,  that 
an  application  involving  a  change  of  rates  should  not  be  made  until  the  utility 
is  in  operation. 

The  present  application  will  therefore  be  dismissed.  As  the  point  raised 
is  new  and  the  city  has  not  had  to  call  any  witnesses,  there  will  be  no  costs.

[n  the  matter  of  the  application  of  one 
Albert  Lindstrom  and  the  Town  of  ITanna, 
for  the  Board’s  approval  of  a  certain  agree¬ 
ment  entered  into  between  the  said  parties 
in  regard  to  the  supply  of  electric  light  and 
power  to  the  said  Town. 

This  is  an  application  by  one  Albert  Lindstrom  and  by  the  Town  of  Hanna 
for  approval  of  an  agreement  between  the  Town  and  Lindstrom  whereby  the 
latter  is  granted  by  the  Town  an  exclusive  franchise  for  a  period  of  ten  years  for 
supplying  the  Town  and  its,  inhabitants  with  electric  light  and  power: 

The  agreement  in  question  was  entered  into  on  the  11th  day  of  April,  1916, 
being  approved  of  by  the  rate-payers  on  the  preceding.  It  was  not,  at.  the  time 
of  its  execution,  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Public  Utility  Commissioners  for 
approval  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  37  of  The  Public  Utilities 
Act  and  as  a  consequence  the  agreement  has  lacked  validity/although  Lindstrom 
has  been  operating  an  electric  light  system  under  the  franchise  attempted  to  be 
granted  by  the  agreement,  for  some  considerable  time. 

The  parties  now  apply  to  the  Board  for  approval  of  its  agreement  in  order 
to  render  it  valid.  Had  the  agreement  been  submitted  in  the  first  instance  it  is 
certain  that  the  Board  would  have  suggested  some  changes.  At  the  present 
time,  however,  it  is  willing  to  give  its  approval  to  the  agreement,  subject  to 
certain  exceptions.  In  the  first  place,  the  Board’s  approval  as  to  rates  is  not  to 
be  considered  as  in  any  way  affecting  its  control  over  the  rates  of  the  utility, 
which  must,  in  accordance  with  the  policy  of  The  Public  Utilities  Act,  always 
remain  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  and  subject'  to  change  upon  com¬ 
plaint  being  made  and  after  investigation  has  shown  the  Board  that  the  rates 
in  the  agreement  are  unjust  and  unreasonable.  Again  Clause'  ‘  1  C  ”  of  the  agree¬ 
ment  relating  to  arbitration  in  certain  matters  does  not  favourably  impress  the 
Board.  The  method  to  be  adopted  in  such  case  seems  awkward  and  unwieldy 
and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  it  would  have  been  more  advisable  to,  have 
followed  the  proceedings  laid  down  by  The  Arbitration  Act.  The  principle  too, 
of  setting  a  value  for  franchise  in  arriving  at  a  valuation  of  the  assets-  of  a 
utility  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  is  opposed  to  the  policy  of  The  Public  Utilities 
Act,  whereby  the  holder  of  a  franchise  is  only  allowed  what  it  has  reasonably 
cost  him  to  obtain.  The  Board,  therefore^  thinks  it  advisable  to  withhold  its 
consent  to  this  clause  of  the  agreement  entirely.  Subject  to  the  exceptions  above 
mentioned,  the  Board  will  approve  of  the  agreement. 

It  is,  therefore,  ordered  that  subject  to  the  above,  the  agreement  in  question 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  approved.

The  land  is  served  by  no  utilities  and  derives  no 
advantage  from  being  included  within  thd  limits.  Its  only  advantage  lies  in 
its  nearness  to  the  shipping  and  market  facilities  available  in  the  town,  an  i 
advantage  shared  in  very  much  the  same  degree  by  other  lands  outside  the  i 
town  limits.  j 
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The  population  of  the  town  is  estimated  at  about  1,600  and  its  area  is 
given  as  -,(177  acres,  an  area  considerably  larger  than  a  town  of  the  size  and 
with  the  prospects  of  Ycgreville  can  hope  to  require  for  town  purposes  within 
any  reasonable  time.  The  assessment  of  the  half  section  for  this  year  is 
$15,900  00  or  $50.00  per  acre.  The  adjoining  half  section  lying  within  the  town 
school  district,  but  outside  the  limits  of  the  town,  is  assessed  at  the  rate  of 
$25.00  an  acre.  The  taxes  on  this  land,  apart  from  the  supplementary  revenue 
tax,  for  the  year  1918,  amounted  to  $847.47;  for  the  previous  year  to  $830.78; 
and  for  the  year  1916,  to  $961.63.  From  1913  to  1918  inclusive,  the  taxes 
on  this  property  amounted  approximately  to  $4,200.00. 

Without  discussing  the  question  as  to  whether  the  assessment  is  fair  or 
not  it  is  quite  apparent  that,  no  land  that  it  is  hoped  to  use  for  farming  purposes 
can  be  expected  to  carry  such  a  burden  of  taxation.  As  the  Board  has  pointed 
out  in  other  applications,  it  is  not  a  question  of  the  assessment  that  is  par¬ 
ticularly  material  in  a  number  of  these  applications,  but  it  is  the  existence  of  a 
very  high  tax  rate,  to  which  the  land  must  be  subject  as  long  as  it  remains  within 
the  town’s  boundaries.

This  is  an  appeal  by  a  large  number  of  ratepayers  of  a  proposed  Municipal 
Hospital  District  against  the  decision  of  the  Hospital  Board  locating  the  site 
of  the  Municipal  Hospital  at  the  village  of  Ryley.  The  proposed  District 
comprises  the  major  portions  of  Municipal  Districts  486  and  487,  and  smaller 
portions  of  Districts  456,  485  and  516.  The  alternative,  site  proposed  is  at  the 
Town  of  Tofield. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  19 
of  The  Municipal  Hospitals  Act,  1919,  at  which  a  number  of  ratepayers  appeared 
in  support  or  in  opposition  to  the  appeal,  and  the  Board  listened  to  the  various 
arguments  urged  in  favour  of  locating  the  hospital  at  Ryley,  as  well  as  the 
reasons  advanced  for  changing  the  location  to  Tofield.  The  Board  has  also 
before  it  an  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  different  units  comprising  the 
District,  and  the  balance  of  population  seems  undoubtedly  to  be  in  favour  of 
Tofield.  There  is  little  to  choose  between  the  two  places,  so  far  as  geographical 
location  with  reference  to  the  rest  of  the  district  is  concerned,  but  after  a  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  various  arguments  urged  in  favour  of  the  respective  sites, 
the  Board  believes  that  the  convenience  of  the  majority  will  be  better  served 
by  the  location  of  the  Hospital  at  Tofield  than  at  Ryley.  The  Board  will  there¬ 
fore  order,  and  does  order,  that  the  Town  of  Tofield  be  substituted  for  the 
Village  of  Ryley  as  the  site  at  which  the  Municipal  Hospital  for  this  district 
is  to  be  located.

This  is  ait  application  by  Lester  A.  McCarter,  the  owner  of  the  east  half 
of  the  north-west  quarter  of  Section  thirteen  (13),  in  Township  forty-six  (46), 
Range  twenty-four  (24),  West  of  the  Fourth  Meridian,  for  the  separation  of 
this  parcel  of  land  from  the  City  of  Wetaskiwin.  The  land  comprises  80  aci;es, 
and  adjoins  the  easterly  limits  of  the  city,  and  along  with  the  quarter  section 
immediately  to  the  east,  comprises  the  applicant’s  farm  upon  which  farming 
operations  are  rightly  carried  on. 

Notwithstanding  the  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  city  to  show  that  this  land 
will  be  in  demand  for  building  sites  within  a  reasonable  period  of  time,  the 
Board  is  satisfied  that  this  land  should  be  regarded  as  nothing  more  than  farm 
land,  and  it  is  also  convinced  that  there  is  no  likelihood  of  this  land  being'  in 
demand  for  building  purposes  within  any  reasonable  period  of  time. 

The  land  is  not  served  by  any  of  the  city  utilities  with  the  exception  of 
electric  light  which  was,  at  the  request  of  the  applicant,  extended  to  the  property 
in  1917.  The  land  was  assessed  in  the  years  1913  to  1916  inclusive  at  $12,000.00. 
In  1917  at  $8,000.00,  and  in  1918  the  estimate  was  further  reduced  to  $6,000.00. 
The  adjoining  quarter  section  owned  by  the  applicant  was  assessed  by  the 
Municipal  District  at  $6,400.00  and  a  tax  rate  of  8%  mills  levied  for  the  year 
1918.  The  taxes  on  the  80  acres  in  question  for  the  five  years,  from  1913  to 
1917  inclusive,  amounted  to  $1,589.00  in  addition  tO'  which  the  applicant’s  per¬ 
sonal  property  was  assessed  in  1917  and  a  personalty  tax  of  $77.00  paid  for  that 
year,  so  that  the  total  taxes  paid  by  the  applicant  to  the  City  of  Wetaskiwin  for 
these  five  years  amount  to  $1,666.55  or  an  average  of  $333.51  per  year,  that  is  a 
little  over  $4.00  per  acre  per  year. 

It  is  quite  needless  to  point  out  that  any  such  taxation  on  farm  land  is 
unreasonable  and  excessive  so  far  as  the  taxation  on  farm  land  is  unreasonable 
and  excessive  so  far  as  the  individual  farming  the-  land  is  concerned.  As  said 
before,  the  land  in  question  is  farm  land  only,  and  there  are  few  valid  reasons, 
if  any,  that  can  be  advanced  for  insisting  upon  the  continuation  of  a  condition 
of  affairs  that  involves  a  manifest  injustice.  The  only  difficulty  the  Board  has 
found  in  this  application  is  the  fact  that  the  applicant  is  responsible  for  the 
extension  of  the  electric  light  system  to  his  property,  an  undertaking  in  which 
the  city  has  undeniably  lost  money.  The  witnesses  for  the  city  have  estimated 
that  the  cost  of  this  extension  is  in  the  neighborhood  of  $500.00.  Considering  the 
excessive  taxation  up  to  the  present  time,  the  Board  thinks  that  the  City  is  well 
repaid  for  this  extension.  The  land  will  still  be  liable  for  the  debenture  pay¬ 
ments  and  when  it  is  considered  that  even  if  it  is  taken  for  granted  that  the 
property  should  bear  its  share  of  the  debenture  issues  for  the  electric  light 
system,  there  is  still  about  three-fourths  of  the  debenture  expenditure  made  for 
utilities  which  do  not  benefit  this  land  at  all,  yet  it  must  still  be  subject  to  the 
payments  on  account  of  the  whole  debenture  indebtedness,  there  does  not  seem 
tc  oe  much  ground)  for  complaint  on  the  part  of  the  City. 

The  Board  thinks  that  the  applicant  should  be  afforded  some  manner  of 
relief  against  this  excessive  taxation.  It  is  only  a  question  as  to  how  this 
should  be  done.  The  Board  has  the  power  to  fix  a  maximum  tax  rate  which 
is  to  be  levied  upon  the  property,  and  leaves  the  land  within  the  limits  of  the 
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city.  However  the  debenture  rate  in  1917  was  10  mills,  and  the  land  being 
situated  within  the  Wetaskiwin  School  District  will  still  be  liable  to  the  maximum 
rate  of  8  mills,  which  land  outside  the  city  is  liable  to  bear  for  school  purposes. 

It.  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the  80  acres  of  land  in  question  will  be: 
liable  for  a  substantial  yearly  tax  even  if  taken  out  of  the  City.  The  Board 
does  not  see  how  it  coidd  fix  a  mill  rate  that  wouldv  be  to  help  matters.  Any 
rate  the  Board  might  fix  would  have  to  be  greater  than  18  mills  if  the  town  were 
to  derive  any  benefit  therefrom,  and  any  such  rate  would  certainly  be  excessive 
for  land  used  only  for  farming  purposes.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  quite  possible 
that  in  the  next  few  years  the  debenture  rate  may  be  greater  than  it  was  h 
1917.  That  depends  entirely  upon  what  portion  of  the  tax  levy  can  be  collected. 
It  would  seem,  therefore,  a  more  satisfactory  way  of  disposing  of  this  matter 
to  give  an  order  of  separation,  the  land  however  to  be  subject  to  the  payment 
of  the  City  debenture  rate.  It  will  of  course  be  subject  to  the  school  rate  the 
same  as  other  land  in  the  district,  but  outside  the'  City. 

It  is  understood  of  course  that  the  City  will  be  under  no  obligation  to 
continue  the  electric  light  and  power  system  to  the  applicant’s  premises,  and 
that  the  City  in  its  discretion  may  discontinue  that  service.

There  can  be  no  reasonable  argument  advanced  for  the  retention  of  this 
land  within  the  limits  of  the\  town.  The  land  will  be  liable  for  the  debenture! 
rate  and  this  covers  any  indebtedness  incurred  for  advantages  which  in  no  way 
can  be  said  to  directly  benefit  the  land  in  question,  the  Board  at  one  time 
thought  that  the  property  possibly  might  be  left  within  the  town  and  a  maximum 
rate  of  taxation  that  should  be  levied  against  the  property,  fixed  by  the  Board. 
However,  in  view  of  the  debenture  indebtedness,  the  Board  does  not  see  how 
it  could  be  expected  to  fix  any  such  rate  that  would  benefit  the  town  any  more, 
if  the  land  were  removed  from  the  town  limits.

This  is  an  application  by  The  Alliance  Power  Company,  Limited,  for  an 
increase  in  the  rates  charged  by  it  for  power  supplied  to  the  City  of  Edmonton, 
under  an  agreement  entered  into  between  the  Company  and  the  City  in  March 
1916,  which  agreement  was  ratified  and  confirmed  by  Chapter  60  of  the  Statutes 
of  Alberta,  1916. 

The  Attorney  General  has  intervened  in  the  application  on  the  ground  that 
the  Legislature  having  embodied  the  agreement  in  a  Statute,  the  Board  is 
hereby  deprived  of  the  jurisdiction  it  would  otherwise  have,  had  the  Legislature 
not  so  ratified  and  confirmed  the  agreement. 

As  to  this  contention,  the  Board  thinks  that  the  cases  of  Caledonian  Rail - 
v:ay  Company  vs.  Wemyss  Bay  Railway  Company ,  Law/  Reports  2  H.  of  L.  p. 
34,  and  Queen  v.  Midland  Railway  Company ,  19  0.  B.  D.  p.  540,  dispose  of  any 
such  contention.  The  latter  case  indeed  was  based  upon  a  Statute  where  an 
agreement  was  confirmed  by  the  use  of  very  similar  words  as  have  been  used 
in  the  Statute  now  under  consideration.  The  effect  of  the  confirming  Act  was 
there  held  not  to  give  the  agreement  the  force  of  a  Statute  but  merely  to  render 
it  valid  and  binding  upon  the  parties.  As  the  Board  finds,  however,  on  other 
grounds  that  it  has  no  jurisdiction  in  regard  to  this  application,  this  point  need 
nut  be  further  considered. 

In  the  present  instance  the  City  owns  the  power  plant  while  the  Company 
operates  it  under  the  agreement  already  referred  to.  A  perusal  of  The  Public 
Utilities  Act  appears  to  indicate  in  the  Board’s  opinion,  an  intention  not  to  in¬ 
terfere  with  public  utilities  of  Municipal  Corporations  unless  the  Municipal 
Councils  voluntarily  bring  them  within  the  Act,  the  procedure  to  be  adopted  in 
such  cases  being  therein  set  out. 

The  definition  of  a  public  utility,  Sub-section  B,  of  Section  2,  clearly  ex¬ 
cludes  Municipal  Corporations  owning,  operating,  managing,  or  controlling  sys¬ 
tems  or  plants  of  the  nature  of  a  public  utility.  Section  4  sets  out  that  The 
Public  Utilities  Act  ‘  ‘  shall  not  apply  to  any  public  utility  owned  or  operated  by 
any  Municipal  Corporation  unless  and  until  same  is  brought  voluntarily  under 
the  Act.”  This  would  seem  to  show  clearly  that  a  utility  either  owned  or 
operated  by  a  Municipal  Corporation  was  excluded  from  the  operation  of  The 
Public  Utilities  Act.  However  this  section  goes  on  to  set  out  that  an  order 
of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  bringing  the  utility  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Board,  may  be  made  upon  the  Council  of  the  Municipality  passing  a  bylaw  re¬ 
questing  that  all  public  utilities  operated  by  the  Municipality  be  made  subject 
to  the  Act.  It  is  probable  that  the  applicant  would  have  considered  this  section 
to  preclude  any  application  on  its  part  if  the  same  words  1 1  owned  or  operated 
had  occurred  in  the  latter  part  of  this  section.  A  further  section  (Section  77), 
which  seems  unnecessary,  provides  a  method  for  bringing  public  utilities  owned 
or  operated  by  a  Municipality  under  the  operation  of  the  Act,  and  further 
complicates  the  question  by  providing  that  after  the  by-law  is  passed  the  public 
utility  ‘ 1  owned  and  operated”  by  the  Municipality  shall  come  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Board. 

The  applicant  now  contends  that  where  the  alternative  “or”  occurs  between 
the  words  “owned”  and  “operated”  in  these  sections,  it  should  be  read  as  the 
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conjunctive  “and”,  thus  reading  “owned  and  operated.”  Reference  is  made 
to  the  wording  of  Sub-section  C  of  Section  3,  where  the  same  variation  from 
“or”  to  “and”  is  made. 

It  is  doubtful  whether,  even  if  this  construction  were  adopted,  it  would 
bring  within  the  Act.  a  utility  owned  or  operated  by  the  Municipality,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  Municipal  Corporations  are  excluded  from  the  operation  of  the 
Act  by  the  definition  given  in  Sub-section  B  of  Section  2.  But  apart  from  this, 
the  Board  does  not  see  why  the  variation  suggested  should  be  adopted  in  pre¬ 
ference  to  the  reading  of  “owned”  or  “operated”  in  the  latter  portions  of 
Section  77.  Certainly,  if  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  was  to  leave  the 
Municipalities  in  control  of  public  utilities  in  which  they  are  interested  by 
reason  of  ownership  or  operation,  the  latter  reading  is  more  reasonable.  To 
construe  the  Act  as  inapplicable  only  to  utilities  both  owned  and  operated  by 
a  Municipality  would  result  in  a  Municipality  being  unable  to  take  advantage 
of  the  Act  if  it  operated  but  did  not  own  the  utility,  while  in  this  particular 
case  the  City  would  have  no  right  to  alter  any  contracts  it  might  have  with  its 
own  consumers  even  though  the  Board  forced  the  City  to  pay  higher  rates  to 
the  Company.  With  the  interpretation  the  Board  is  inclined  to  place  on  the 
Sections  under  discussion  the  City  would  have  the  right  to  come  to  the  Board 
for  relief  as  against  its  consumers  once  it  passed  the  by-law  in  accordance  with 
Sections  4  and  77.  It  will  also  be  seen  that  such  a  wording  agreed  with  that  of 
the  other  sections  referring  to  public  utility  companies. 

For  the  reasons  given,  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  utility 
being  owned  by  the  City  is  excluded  from  the  operation  of  the  Act,  there  having 
been  no  steps  taken  by  the  Council  for;  the  City  to  bring  it  under  the  Board ’s 
jurisdiction.  The  application  will  therefore  be  dismissed.

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The  agreement  in  question  has  been  subject  to  considerable  correspondence 
between  the  Board  and  the  parties  thereto.  It  contains  a.  clause  (page  2  of  the 
agreement  tiled)  whereby  the  Town  attempts  to  give  to  the  Company  for  a 
merely  nominal  rent,  a  building  for  its  power  house.  In  the  Board’s  opinion 
this  would  be  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  Section  164  of  The  Town  Act,  and 
the  Board  will  not  give  its  approval  to  this  clause.  The  clause  dealing  with  the 
right  of  the  Town  to  acquire  the  Company’s  system  at  the  expiration  of  the 
franchise  term  (page  5  of  the  agreement)  appears  to  be  inconsistent  with  sub¬ 
section  38  of  Section  163  of  The  Town  Act  as  amended  in  1918.  The  Board 
will  not  therefore  approve  of  this  clause,  either. 

It  is  also  understood  that  the  Board’s  approval  as  to  rates  must  be  taken 
as  not  in  any  way  to  interfere  with  the  Board’s  jurisdiction  to  deal  therewith 
upon  complaint  being  made. 

Subject  to  these  exceptions,  the  Board  sees  no  reason  for  withholding  its 
approval,  and  it  is  ordered  that  the  agreement  as  filed  be,  and  the  same  is, 
hereby  approved,  subject  to  the  exceptions  above  mentioned.

its  franchise  agreement  with  the  City  of 
Edmonton.

This  is  a  joint  application  by  the  Northern  Alberta  Natural  Gas  Develop¬ 
ment  Company,  Limited,  and  the  City  of  Edmonton,  for  an  increase  in  the 
rates  to  be  charged  by  the  Company  for  the  supply  of  natural  gas  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  City,  as  set  out  in  its  franchise  agreement. 

The  Attorney  General  of  the  Province  has  intervened  on  the  ground  that 
the  franchise  agreement  has  by  the  confirmatory  Act  of  the  legislature  acquired 
force  of  statute,  and  that  therefore,  the  Board  has  no  jurisdiction  to  deal  with 
the  matters  in  question. 

The  agreement  between  the  Company  and  the  City  was  entered  into  in 
November  1915,  and  the  legislature  in  April  1916  passed  a  validating  act,  the 
wording  of  which  will  be  referred  to  later.  It  was  desired  by  the  parties  to  the 
application  to  have  the  question  of  jurisdiction  dealt  with  by  the  Board  without 
any  further  delay,  and  the  Board  is  therefore  giving  its  decision  upon  this 
question  of  jurisdiction  alone. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  an  agreement,  properly  confirmed  by  statute  and 
scheduled  in  an  Act  of  Parliament  has  statutory  validity,  as  Mr.  Howatt,  who 
appeared  on  behalf  of  the  Attorney  General,  contended.  There  is,  however,  a 
distinction  to  be  drawn  between  those  acts  which  simply  have  the  effect  of 
validating  an  agreement  so  that  no  objection  can  be  taken  to  it  on  the  ground 
of  remoteness  or  uncertainty,  or  want  of  power  on  the  part  of  either  of  the 
parties  to  enter  into  such  a  contract  and  those  acts  which  give  the  contract  the 
|  force  of  statute  so  that  a  third  party  can  enforce  its  provisions  apart  from  the 
parties  to  the  agreement  themselves.  The  cases  relied  upon  by  Mr.  Howatt  are 
in  the  main,  cases  which  involve  the  interpretation  of  provisions  embodied  in  a 
private  Act  of  Parliament,  and  the  questions  decided  were  generally  whether  the 
provisions  should  be  construed  simply  as  contracts  or  as  statutory  enactments. 
It  appears  to  the  Board  however,  that  in  cases,  such  as  these,  it  is-  necessary  to 
consider  the  wording  of  the  validating  act,  and  to  see  whether  the  legislature  has 
expressed  its  intention  as  to  how  the  agreement  should  be  regarded. 

The  agreement  in  question  derives  whatever  statutory  validity  it  may 
possess  from  Section  2  of  Chap.  29,  Statutes  of  Alberta,  1916.  That  section 
sets  out  that  the  agreement  in  question  and  the  by-law  authorising  the  execution 
of  the  agreement  “are  hereby  declared  to  be  in  full  force,  virtue  and  effect 
and  to  be  legal,  valid  and  binding  upon  the  corporation  of  the  said  City  not¬ 
withstanding  any  informalities,  irregularities,  or  defects  therein,  either  in 
substance  or  form,  or  any  informalities,  irregularities  or  defects  in  the  passing 
thereof,  and  notwithstanding  that  the  said  corporation  may  not  have  had  the 
power  to  pass  the  said  by-law'  or  to  enter  into  the  said  agreement  or  to  grant 
the  said  rights,  powers,  liberties,  and  privileges,  exclusive  and  otherwise,  or 
any  of  them.” 
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It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  agreement  is  not  declared  to  be  binding  on  the 
Company  but  upon  the  City,  while  the  reasons  for  validating  the  agreement  seem 
to  be  fairly  well  stated  in  the  latter  part  of  the  Section. 

Whatever,  however,  may  be  argued  one  way  or  the  other  as  to  the  effect 
of  this  section,  the  Board  believes  that  any  question  as  to  its  jurisdiction  is 
disposed  of  by  Section  43  of  the  same  act.  This  clause  provides  that  “  Nothing 
in  this  act  shall  be  taken  to  impair,  abridge,  take  away  or  affect  in  any  way 
the  jurisdiction  and  powers  of  the  Board  of  Public  Utility  Commissioners 
under  The  Public  Utilities  Act,  Chap.  6  of  the  Statutes  of  Alberta,  1915,  and 
amendments  thereof. 

It  was  argued  that  Clause  5  of  the  agreement  was  a  specific  clause  which 
should  take  precedence  over  Section  43  which  was  a  general  clause,  and  further 
that  clause  5  as  a  latter  section  of  the  act  would  override  any  inconsistent  prior 
section  occurring  in  the  act.  It  has  been  held,  however,  that  in  the  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  statutes  where  a  passage  in  a  schedule  appended  to  a  statute  is  repug¬ 
nant  to  one  in  the  body  of  the  statute,  the  matter  shall  prevail,  (See  R.  v. 
Baines ,  12  A  and  E,  p.  277 ;  Allen  v.  Flicker ,  10  A  and  P,  p.  640 ;  R.  v.  Russell 
13  0.  B.,  p.  237,  and  Dean  v  Green  13  P.  D.,  p.  79.)  It  must  be  remembered, 
moreover,  that  the  agreement  itself,  and  consequently  Clause  5  before  men¬ 
tioned,  derives  whatever  statutory  effect  it  may  have  by  virtue  of  Section  2  of 
the  Act,  and  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  Section  43  expressly  excludes 
Section  2  from  giving  any  effect  to  a  clause  of  the  agreement  that  would  deprive 
the  Board  of  its  jurisdiction.  Further,  The  Public  Utilities  Act  is  a  public  or 
general  act  while  Chap.  29  referred  to,  is  a  private  act  and  it  has  been  said  that 
‘  ‘  a  court  ought  never  to  presume  an  intention  to  modify  or  repeal  a  public 
act  by  a  private  one.7’  Malins  V.C.  in  P erring  v.  Trail  (1874)  L.  R.  18  Eq. 
pp.  88  and  91.  It.  appears  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  invoke  the  aid  of  any  of 
these  rules  of  interpretation  where  the  legislature  in  so  many  words  has  in¬ 
dicated  its  clear  intention  to  preserve  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board. 

It  might  not  be  irrelevant  here  to  consider  the  facts  existing  at  the  time 
with  respect  to  which  the  legislature  was  legislating.  The  Public  Utilities  Act  was 
passed  by  the  legislature  in  April  1915,  and  the  Commission  was  organized  in 
October  the  same  year.  So  far  as  public  utilities  are  concerned  the  power  con¬ 
ferred  upon  the  Board  in  regard  to1  rates  is  by  far  the  most  important  of  any 
of  the  Board’s  powers.  It  can  hardly  be  assumed  then,  that,  after  constituting 
a  commission,  the  most  important  part  of  whose  jurisdiction  is  the  regulation 
of  rates,  in  the  very  first  instance  where  a  public  utility  company  should  come 
before  it,  the  Legislature  should  pass  an  enactment  rendering  The  Public 
Utilities  Act  nugatory  in  the  most  important  of  its  features.  It  must  be  re- 
membered  that  if  Mr.  Howatt’s  arguments  are  sound,  the  power  to  lower  rates 
is  taken  away  just,  as  much  as  its  power  to  increase  them,  and  this  although  the 
system  may  have  been  installed  and  in  operation  for  years. 

It  was  argued  that  the  Company  sought  as  its  object  in  applying  to  the 
legislature  the  transference  of  this  agreement  from  the  category  of  agreement 
to  the  category  of  statute  law  and  with  the  object  of  taking  it  without  thfc 
scope  of  The  Public  Utilities  Act  as  far  as  rates  are  concerned,  at  least.  If  so,  it 
appears  to  the  Board  to  make  it  still  more  apparent  why  the  legislature  should 
insert  in  its  enactment  a  sweeping  clause  such  as  Section  43  to  safeguard  the 
interests  of  the  public.  The  clear  expression  of  the  legislature,  it  seems  to  the 
Board,  was  that  notwithstanding  its  confirmation  of  the  agreement  or  anything 
contained  in  the  validating  statute,  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Utilities  Com¬ 
mission  was  in  no  way  to  suffer,  and  the  Board  cannot  agree  with  Mr.  Howatt ’s 
contention  upon  this  point. 
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It  might  be  well  to  refer  to  Section  37  of  The  Public  Utilities  Act,  which 
provides  that  “No  privilege  or  franchise  hereafter  granted  to  any  public  utility 
as  herein  defined  by  any  Municipality  of  t his  Province  shall  be  valid  until 
approved  by  said  Board.”  There  have  been  a  number  of  decisions  of  Public 
1  tility  Commissions  in  the  United  States  where  in  eases  of  a  somewhat  similar 
nature  the  Commission  has  refused  to  approve  of  a  clause  in  a  franchise 
fixing  rates,  it  being  held  that  as  the  legislature  had  placed  these  rates  under 
the  control  of  the  Utilities  Commission,  any  attempt  to  fix  a  maximum  rate  was 
contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the  particular  utilities  enactment. 

In  the  present  case  it  may  be  noted  that  the  franchise  agreement  in 
question  was  approved  of  by  the  Board  on  March  9th,  1916,  and  in  the  order 
of  approval  it  was  set  out  that  the  Board  could  not  then  consider  the  contract 
so  far  as  the  question  of  rates  was  concerned,  and  tha\t  the  approval  at  that 
time  was  not  to  be  taken  as  in  any  way  affecting  the  rates  or  certain  efther 
matters  mentioned  in  the  order. 

There  is  only  one  other  point  to  be  dealt  with  so  far  as  the  Board’s  juris¬ 
diction  is  concerned,  and  it  was  not  argued  at  any  length  at  the  hearing  of  this 
application.  Any  jurisdiction  the  Board  may  possess  so  far  as  increasing  rates 
is  concerned  is  derived  from  sub-section  C  of  Section  23  of  The  Public  Utilities 
Act.  That  section  provides  that  the  Board  may,  after  hearing,  fix  “just  and 

reasonable  rates .  whenever  the  Board  shall  determine  any  existing  individual 

rate .  to  be  unjust,  unreasonable,  insufficient,  or  unjustly  discriminatory  or 

preferential.  ” 

Objection  was  taken  at  the  prior  application  that  the  rate  in  question  was 
not  an  existing  rate  owing  to  the  Company  not  having  its  system  installed  and  in 
operation.  The  question  arises  then  as  to  what,  an  existing  rate  is.  It  was 
argued  upon  the  first  application  that  the  rate  here  was  only  a  prospective  rate, 
and  that  until  the  Company  has  its  system  installed  and  was  ready  to  supply, 
if  it  was  not  already  supplying  gas,  the  rate  could  not  be  said  to  come  within 
this  clause  of  The  Public;  Utilities  Act. 

The  Board  is  inclined  to  think  that  when  a  definition  is  sought  for  the 
term  “existing  rate”  there  is  a  tendency  to  confuse  the  rate  itself  with  the 
service  or  commodity  for  which  it  fixes  the  remuneration.  Every  rate  has  in 
contemplation  future  services  or  the  supply  of  some  commodity  in  the  future, 
but  it  cannot  be  said  merely  for  that  reason  that  it  is  not  an  existing  rate.  The 
rate  here  is  one  agreed  upon  and  that  unless  changed,  is  existing  although  the 
commodity,  the  price  of  which  it  fixes,  is  to  be  supplied  in  the  future. 

In  view  of  the  reasons  given,  therefore,  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  it 
has  jurisdiction  to  deal  with  the  present  application. 

On  appeal  from  the  above  decision,  the  Appellate  Division  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Alberta  held  that  the  Board  had  no  power  toi  increase  contract  rates, 
and  that  the  rate  in  question  was  not  an  existing  rate  (1919,  1  W.  W.  R.  31). 
From  this  judgment  an  appeal  by  the  Company  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada 
is  pending.

This  is  an  application  by  J.  D.  McArthur,  the  owner  of  certain  portions 
of  the  north  half  of  Section  22,  in  Township  78,  and  Range  6,  West  of  the 
Sixth  Meridian,  for  an  order  separating  the  land  hereinafter  set  out,  from  the 
Village  of  Spirit  River. 

The  Village  was  incorporated  in  1916,  and  comprises  the  east  half  of  the 
north-west  and  all  of  the  north-east  Quarter  of  Section  22,  in  Township  78, 
and  Range  6,  West  of  the  Sixth  Meridian.  The  land  sought  to  be  withdrawn 
from  the  Village  comprises  all  the  land  included  within  the  limits  of  the 
Village  not  covered  by  the  town  site,  and  comprises  in  all  145  acres.  All  the 
land  in  question  is  used  for  farming  purposes  by  the  applicant,  and  the  greater 
portion  thereof  is  under  cultivation.  It  cannot  be  said  to  derive  any  particular 
benefit  from  its  inclusion  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Village,  but  as  a  matter 
of  fact  its  being  subject  to  the  Village  taxation  is  a  distinct  burden  upon  it. 

The  original  owner  of  the  townsite  was  the  Edmonton,  Dunvegan  and 
British  Columbia  Railway  Company,  of  which  the  applicant  is  President,  and, 
it  is  understood,  the  main  shareholder.  There  appears  to  be  considerable 
feeling  in  the  Village  against  the  Company  and  Mr.  McArthur,  owing  to  the 
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fact  that  the  Village  lias  as  yet  been  unable  to  obtain  a  satisfactory  water 
supply.  However  unfortunate  this  may  be,  the  Board  is  not  aware  that  there 
is  any  implied  guarantee  on  the  part  of  the  owner  of  the  townsite  that  a  suit¬ 
able  water  supply  can  be  found  to  supply  the  purposes  of  any  community  which 
may  be  established  upon  such  townsite.  It;  might  be  said,  however,  that  from 
the  material  on  file  with  the  Board  it  appears  that  the  Railway  Company  paid 
in  taxes  upon  the  Village  lots  undisposed  of  by  it,  $376.29  in  1916,  $957.80  in 
1917,  and  $968.83  in  1918,  in  all  amounting  to  $2,302.92.  The  Railway  Com¬ 
pany’s  assessment  upon  its  village  lots  in  1917  and  1918  amounted  to  over 
$23,000  while  the  total  village  assessment  for  those  years  came  to  slightly  over 
$55,000.00. 

The  land  in  question  was  assessed  in  1918  for  $7,250,  the  taxes  amounting 
to  $290.00  apart  from  the  supplementary  revenue  tax.  There  has  been  a  sug¬ 
gestion  on  the  part  of  the  ratepayers  of  the  Village  that  the  Council  fix  the  tax 
rate  for  the  current  year  at  80  mills,  and  if  this  were  adopted,  it  would  mean 
that  the  land  in  question  would  be  paying  at  the  rate  of  some  $4.00  per  acre  as 
Village  taxes,  and  this  is  entirely  apart  from  school  taxes.  The  Board  thinks 
that  to  render  land  of  this  description  subject  to  taxation  such  as  is  suggested 
or  even  such  as  has  already  been  levied,  is  wholly  inequitable.  The  tax  rate 
last  year  was  40  mills  for  municipal  purposes,  and  in  1917  it  was  the  same  rate, 
and  it  must  be  remembered  that  these  taxes  did  not  result  in  any  advantage 
whatever  to  the  property  in  question. 

The  Board  can  see  no  reason  win-  some  measure  of  relief  at  least  should 
not  be  granted  to  the  applicant.  The  land  lying  immediately  to  the  west  of 
the  townsite  of  Spirit  River  is  not  under  cultivation,  and  the  Board  will  not 
include  this  in  the  land  to  be  withdrawn.
